Mr. Anderson also evaluates the 
wide variety of seeding machines 
that are available in relation to 
their effectiveness under different 
soil condition. For example, the 
double-disc opener performs best 
on a uniform, firm seedbed. 
Variable seed placement and un¬ 
even germination can result if the 
seedbed is loose, has too much 
trash, or is dry at the two- :to 
three-inch depth. 

Hoe or shovel openers are ob¬ 
tainable on seven-inch spaced press 
drills. These openers seed through 
moderate quantities of trash and 
operate well on loose seedbeds. It 
is not usually necessary to smooth 
the seedbed with harrows before 
the seed is planted. Hoe openers 
have been used successfully for 
seeding cereal crops, oilseed crops, 
and grasses. 

The pros and cons of many forms 
of fertilizer application will also 
be examined on the program. Har¬ 
vesting losses and the ways that 
these can be reduced, and in many 
cases eliminated, will be the focal 
point of the discussions on swathers 
and combines. 

In the section on grain driers, 
the advantages and disadvantages 
of natural air drying, supplemental 
heated drying, bach drying and 
portable bach driers will be 
outlined. 

The four-day television series en¬ 
titled ‘‘‘This Business of Farming” 
is produced annually by the Alber¬ 
ta, Saskatchewan and Manitoba 
Departments of Agriculture work¬ 
ing in co-operation with the Cana¬ 
dian Broadcasting Corporation.

General Plan — A Forward Step

Commissioning of the Oldman River Regional 
Planning Commission to draw up a general plan for 
the Town of Vulcan covering the next 20 years was 
a forward-looking step that should meet with the 
general approval of the town ratepayers. 

In its report, the Planning Commission states: 
“It is certain that Vulcan will continue to grow in 
the future and that it will increase in importance as 
the major centre for the County of Vulcan.” A 
planned, orderly growth is much more desirable than 
haphazard expansion and the long-range plan now 
being studied by the town council will serve as a 
guide not only in the immediate next few years but 
for future town councils. The plan is subject to re¬ 
view every five years.

efforts in some areas into the proper channels of 
endeavor, saving both time and money. 

The “development goals” set out in the general 
plan, such as the orderly and convenient development 
of residential areas, are very necessary and probably 
of the greatest economic importance. But the “general 
goals” such as the maintenance of a lawful and 
healthy community, a town that is visually pleasing 
and a good place in which to live, while not as tan¬ 
gible and specific, can be equally important. 

The general plan now before town council con¬ 
tains certain recommendations or suggestions with 
which all will not agree but it shows the results of a 
comprehensive study of the town in relation to the 
district it serves in setting forth both development 
and general goals that are realistic and, in most 
cases, feasible. 

It is the first major attempt by the Town of Vul¬ 
can to set up a long-range development program and 
we commend the town council for taking this step.

The expulsion of the Acadians 
from the shores of Minas Basin and 
the Isthmus of Chignecto is depict¬ 
ed in this drawing by the Canadian 
historiacl artist, C. W. Jefferys. 

It was in 1755 that the Acadians, 
long the pawn in the continual con¬ 
flict between the French and the 
English, were uprooted from their 
farmlands and deported to inhos¬ 
pitable regions from Maine to 


Louisiana. 

The Acadians refused to swear 
allegiance to George 11, who was 
to them a foreign king. Governor 
Charles Lawrence regarded the 
Acadians as a threat to British 
sovereignty in what was then 
Acadia, and although he acted con¬ 
trary to his authority he banished 
6,000 of them. It has become one 
of the most tragic acts in the his¬ 


tory of the New World. 

In their exile, the Acadians 
founded an important colony in 
Louisiana, and some of them made 
their perilous way back to their 
lands in Nova Scotia. 

Their descendants now live In 
increasing numbers in various parts 
of the maritimos, particularly in 
New Brunswick.
